Once China’s defence lincs 
south-east and north east of the 
Wuhan cities were broken, 
resistance became advantageous 
to the Japanese. * 

The Chinese leader has succeeded 
in withdrawing the whole of China's 
troops to lines west and south-west 
of Hankow, 

Similarly, when defections in the 
Bins Bay area sealed the fate of 
Canton and opened the . pathway 
to a Japanese advance with 
mechanised forces across flat terrain, 
Chinn bas withdrawn all her troops 
intact to a quasl-Maginot Line: pro- 
vided by long chains of mountaing. 


DISASTER TO JATAN 


Observers now believe that the 
effect of Japan'a capture of Canton 
and Hankow may, within » few 
weeks, be more disastrous to Japan 
than to China, . 

For months Japanese propagan- 
disls at home have buoyed up the 
hopes of the Japanese people that 
peace would come In China with the 
{nll of Hunkow. 

Not only Hankow but Canton also 
has fallen, 


Far from China being willing to 
discuss peace, the offers of Thi 
Power. mediation havo been spurn- 
ed wo emphatically ‘as to Icavo no 
‘doubt that China has as much fight 
loft tn her aa sho had twelve 
months ago. Murmurings, care- 
fully suppressed by rigid Japanese 
censorship, have become more and 
more insistent in Japanin the past 
threes months, There have been 
food and tndustrial rota about 
Which the world has heard ttle; 
strikes in factories where workers 
linve been replaced by conscripls. 
Japan's financial chiefs have warn- 

ed the Government that the country 
cannot bear the atraln_much longer. 
- All this ig known to China's Jeaders. 
The failure of the Chinese to accept 
“defeat” after the fall of Hankow 
will, it is belleved, have a, startling 
effect on the Japanese people.

Since it is now apparent that 
Chiang Kalesheic and the Chinese 
people will Nght the Japancse.armics 
right back to Szechuen and Yunnan, 
Japan cannot expect to end the war 
before 1041. .

Postman Is 
Committed 


Charge Of Conspiracy 
To Stoal Letters 


At the conclusion of’ the prejilmin- 
ary hearing against Tse Sul-kl, post- 
man No, 104, Ho Kai-ming, and Ho 
Fong, who were charged with postal 
offences before Mr, R. Edwards at 
the Central Moagistracy yesterday 
afternoon, they were committed for 
trial at the Criminal Sessions, 

The three defendants were charged 
with having, on or before October 4, 
conspired together with other persons 
not In custody to steal Icttcrs, the 
property, of the Postmaster General. 
Tse was also charged with unlaw- 
fully opening a mnil-bag nt Queen 
Victorin Strect on October 6, while 
Ho Kaleming was‘ charged with pos- 
session of .two forged dics ag uscd 
by ‘the Post OMfice authorities. 

The prosecution alleges that Tse 
brought o mail-bag from the Gen- 
eral Post Office to the sccond floor 
of No. 9 Queen Victorian Strect, and 
there he opened it and stole the let- 
ters. The third defendant was ar- 
rented at the doorway of house No, 
9, while keeping a watch there, The 
second defendant was orrested when 
the police raided the flat. 

Mr, J. H. Woodler, Inspector of 
Postmen, testified to having dell. 
vered the stolen Ietters to residents 
In Kowloon persorially, as instructed 
by the Controller of Posts, and some 
days Inter he obtuncd the empty 
covers for use as exhibits. 

Tsang Tsun, principal of the flat 
In question, said that the second de- 
fendant rented the rear cubicle from 
her, and she had also seen the third 
defendants in the cubicle. 

Chan Sul-fong, a married woman 
who occupied n° bed-space in the 
same flat, gave evidence of having 
witnessed the arrest of the first and 
second defendants on the evening of 
October 6, She further stated that 
tho first defendant usually carried a 
bag when he went to the flat. 

Tho third defendant waa the only 

. accused who had anything to say. He 
sald, “This thing hos nothing to do 
with me. You can ask these two 
men,”

Solution, 


Tho following article, on China’s urgent need for volunteers to 
do Red Cross work, has been received from Dr. Robert Lim, the 
Director of the Red Cross Medical Relicf Commission in’ Changsha: 


The adequate and efficient care of 
the wounded of China's armien of 
national Jiberatlon constantly looms 
ns one of the major problems of the 
nutlon, second only to its armed re- 
sistance to the Invading  ormics. 
Upon the solutlon of this nigantic 
problem depends ultimate victory or 
defeat, Not only han Chinn more 
than half a millon wounded men at 

_ the present time, but ns these Ines 
ure written news hag reached us of 
n Chinese victory on the south bank 
of the Yangtse, around Yangsin, 
which resulted In around 20,000 
Japanese casualtles. . In this one 
battle Chinese losses were also very 
heavy. It Js thought that there are 
nt lenst 8,000 Hehtly wounded Chin- 
ese pouring down the ronds to the 
rear, A total of 4,000 severely 
Qvounded are lying in and around 
recelving slations and hospitals near 
the front nnd neither the Army Ser~ 
vier Medical Corps nor the Chinese 
Red Cross Medics] Relief Commis- 
sion has the trucks, ambulances or 
medical workers to cope swiftly and 
ndequately with the gigantic pro- 
blem.  - ” 


The Chinese Red Crosa Medical 
Relief Commission therefore appcala 
to the doctors, nurses and to the 
outh of Canton,, Shanghai and 
Jongkong to respond immediately 
and generously to the call of their 
country to ald the wounded by offer- 
ing their services to the Red Cross. 
The Chinese Red Cross Medical Re- 
_ Nef Commission. has established a 
war-time emerency medical traln- 
ing school {n Changsha for, the mass 
training of medicnl workers to aid 
the wounded. This institution is run 
{n co-operation: with the Welshcng- 
shu of the Central Government. 
Here modern trained surgeons, doc- 
tors and nurses who join the Red 
Cros3 are put through a short-time 
wor ‘emergency medical course, 
using the base hospitals in Changsha 
for the severely wounded os o sur- 
gical training centre, Following 
their training these medical workers 
are organised’ into mobile medical 


units for, recelving stations, fcld 
hospitals or for base hospitals jn the 
rear, Nurses ore patd $20 to $40 a 
month, doctors $60 to $200 a month 
necording to qualifications. 


Training of Students 


The Tralning School undertakes 
the tralning of middle school stu- 
dents. who have hud. no medical 
training, to be tralned os ambulance 
units for first ald and sanitary work 
at the front. These firat aid units 
work In co-operation with stretcher- 
bearer units or serve as utretcher- 
benrer units themselves where neces- 
sary. The school hns room for 150 
middle sctiool students per month 
from South China. 


The Red Cross Medical 
Commission in now appealing to 
middle school students of Canton, 
Shaonghal ond Hongkong to respond 
immediately to thelr country’s need 
by voluntecring for training os first 
uid medical unlts at the Front. A 
Central Recruiting Office hns been 
established nt Chinese Red Cross 
Hongkong Office, which Js in Bank 
of Canton Bulking, where volunteers 
wHt be enrolied, examined free, and 
asked ‘to sign the Red Cross pledge 
preparatory to thelr transport to 
Changsha. Young people able to pay 
thelr own fare and provide ‘their 
own food. should do so, Where this 
is not possible patriotic people and 
organtsations are usked to aid the 
Red Cross by poying the fares of 
poor students or orranglng for re- 
duced fares where they travel in 
parties. New classes start in Chang- 
sha on the first and third Monday 
of every month. The courses of 
middle school ‘students Inst for six 
weeks ond students receive their 
food and room, two dollars pocket 
money, their uniform, shoes and bed- 
ding if they have none during the 
period of training. é

Men from the Army Medlcal Ser- 
vice or from the Army itself will 
not be accepted as the Red Cross 
cannot undermine or .cumpete swith 
these branches of notional service. 

Following their six weeks course 
of training, the ambulance units 
(middle-school students) are organis- 
ed into units, with a doctor In charge 
and are‘ transported with medical 
supplles. They are kept supplied 
with medicine and money by the 
Red Cross and their transport and 
transfers ore arranged nccording to 
need, Their monthly pay fs $16 plus 
$4 for food, Whilst oll efforts are 
made to protect them, tho first prin- 
clple guiding all medical workers 13 
service to the wounded.

Holds Fifth 
Meeting 


At tho fifth annual meeting of the Hongkong Teachers’ Associa- 


tion yesterday, 


Mr. W. L, Handyside, 


who presided, suggested hold- 


ing an educational conferenco in Hongkong during the centenary 


celebrations in 1041. 


Mr. L. G. Morgan, Secretary, 
mentioned that apprecintive corres- 
ondence relating to the Association's 
ournal, The Path of Learning, had 
been received from the Institute of 
Education in London, two English 
Universities, Chinese Universities and 
the Gold Const. 


That there should be more social 
activity in the Assoclatlon was re- 
commended by the Rev, R. W. 
Gallagher, 6.3., in order to -ennbiec 
members to get to know each other. 

Other matters discussed were the 
nctivitics for the coming year and 
possible reforms. 


The Council's report stated: 

The main.activitles of the Asso- 
clatlon during the year were direct- 
ed .towards the revision’ of the 
syllnbuses for the School Leaving 

fertificate Exsmination. This work, 
which was undertaken at the Invita- 
tlon of the Board of Control of the 
Local Examination Syndicate, entail- 
ed a Jarge number of committee and 
section meetings. <A large amount of 
printing was olso necessary, which 
accounts for the increase in expendl- 
ture under this heading shown tn the 
balance sheet 03 compared with last 
year’s expenditure. . 


Educational Films 


In the middle of November the 
Filmo Depot gave a demonstration 
of Educational Films for the Assocla- 
tlon jn their offices. Tho Council’ 
have since had under.-consideration 
yarious schemes for showing such 
films in local schools, and have 
finally decided in favour of a scheme 
whereby the Association buys its 
own films and hires a projector from 
the Filmo Depot. The number of 
fims avallable at the start will be 
somewhat Mmited, but it Is hoped 
that in. time, and with more schools 
entering the scheme, it will be 
possible to extend the number, 


During the year the number of 
paid up ordinary members increased 
from 160 to 174 and there was also 
one new life member. The Council 
wishes to stress, however, that the 
value of the Associntion and the 
work which it can undertake depend 
very largely on the number of mem- 
bers and the support which they 
give, It is suggested that all present 
members should do their st to 
introduce new members and to make 
sure .that-entrahts to the profession 
are made aware of the — facilities 
which the’ Association offers, The 
Association, amang other alms, en- 
deavours to maintain ond further the 
interests of tho teaching profession: 
all teachers should give it thelr 
support, :

Claim 


Alleges Persistent 
Cruelty 


The validity of a Chinese marrlage 
certificate was questioncd by Mr. 
I. R. Butters at the Central Magis- 
tracy yesterday, when the hearing of 
a summons ogainst Yeung Shiu-yick, 

‘charged with persistent cruelty to 
his wife, Leung Sau-yin, was heard. 

Mr, Alfred S. K. Lou was present 
for the complainant, and d that 
Mr. Peter Sin would not be appearing 
for the defendant as no further 
Instructions had been received. 


The parties were. marricd on 
December 20, 1934, according to 
Chinese custom, at the South China 
Athletic Association, sald Mr. Lau. 
They lived together happily unti} 
about a year ogo, when It Is stated 
the defendant, who fs a well-known 
football player, became attracted by 
n number of girls. This wos resent- 
ed by the wife, and from then on, 
relations became rather strained. 

On November 127 complainant 
moved to Warren Street, and stayed 
with defendant's family until June 
16. An argument in the house on 
June 14 resulted in complainant 
being struck and driven from the 
house, causing injurics to her hand 
and body. The next morning, com- 

Ininant went to see a doctor, and 
ater reported the matter to the 
Scerctariat for Chinese Affairs. 


Continuing, Mr. Lou said the com- 
plainant had always'been prepared 
to agree to an amicable settlement, 
and on Wednesday afternoon had 
attended. a mecting where certain

made by defendant's solicitor, These 


terms were later denied by defen- 


dant, 


After complainant's sister had 
given evidence, the valldity of the 
marringe certificate was questioned 
by the Magistrate, who sald it was 
an important point in the case, and 
it would be necessary for it to be 
proved by an expert on Chincse law 
and customs. 

Hearing was then adjourned until 
November 3, at 10 a.m.

Sceing that the pros- 
titutes—Iike the poor— always 
with us, why not put o stop, os far 
us possible, to the disgraceful way tn 
which they are at present exploited 
by owners and procurors, Including 
the many ricksha-pullers who de- 
mand a substantlal ratce-off from the 
proceeds of their “introductions.” 

Having commested at some tength 
on his social blemish, let me turn to 
another form of trafile in Singapore 
—the four and two-wheeled trafic 
of the streets. 

Tam afraid I um going to be very 
rude and say that Singapore is miles 
behind Hongkong as regards trofile 
control. To begin with, why, allow 
this objcctlonable touting by  taxl- 
drivers and ricksha-pullers? I can- 
not leave my hotel on foot unless 
some persistent ricksha coolie follows 
me about grunting Invitations in my 
ear or Tom stalked by an importun- 
ate taxi-driver, 


Speed Menace 


FEEL it seriously detracts from 

the plensure of a promenade to 
be continunlly encircled and chivied 
nbout by motor-rars or shouted at 
from drivers ucross the street. In 
Hongkong taxis, public cars and 
sickshas have regular stands nnd 
4outing ts punishable by a. stiff fine, 

Then there is the' speed menace. 
Mt is extraordinary that there are not 
more accidents due to the crazy 
speed of some motorists through the 
strects of Singapore, Coming from 
a city where any tendency to reck- 
less driving is speedily discouraged 
by a special squad of .motor-cycle 
mounted traffic cops and where 
“silent zones” ensure peaceful nights, 
it strikes me that your traffic ar- 
rangements lenve a lot to be desired. 

Why not equip a member of your 
trafic administration staff with a 
pair of your unique “wings” and 
send him to Hongkong to study con- 
ditions there. I am sure that the 
trip would not be profitless, 

Of course the idle throngs in the 
streets do not tend to make driving 
any easier for the motorist. 


Airport Marvel 


OUR airport is a marvel of up 
dateness. I am told it is the fin- 
est in the world and I can quite be- 
lieve It. It certainly puts our little 
show at Kal Tak well In the shade, 

Living is certainly expensive in 
Singapore. Everything costs at least 
double, and sometimes more than 
double, what it does in Hongkong.

NOTE TO JAPAN TO CEASE POLICY OF 
: “TRADE DISCRIMINATION — - 


America has demanded thot: Japan cease discriminations 
ngalnst American trade in China and hinted at the possibility 
of retallation against Japanese trade in the United States. 
Japon has not yet replied although the demand was enclosed in 


n Note sent on October 6. 


s Washington, Oct. 27. 

The State Department has dis- 
closed that the United States have 
formally demanded that Japan cease 
discriminations against — American 
trade In China, ond hinted at tho 
possibiitty of retaliation ogainst 
Jupanese trade in the ‘United States 
unless the interferences ceuscd. Tho 
demand was contained in the note 
which Mr. Joseph Grew, Ambassador 
to Japan, delivered to Prince Konoye, 
Japanese Premicr on October 6, 

it is understood that Japan has not 
replied 50 far. o : 

It $a contended that Japaneso in 
Manchurian ond subsequently in China 
have discriminated against United 
States trade, despite repeated Japan- 
ese assurances of an “Open Door” 
policy and — cqual opportunity for 
Americans. The Note further charged 
a. trend toward monopolies, inter- 
ference with United States malls 
ond telegrams through censorship. 
discrimination agalnst United States’ 
shipping and right of re-occupation 
of properties and sald that even in 
Japan United States business en- 
countered increasing hardships. 

“It sald that even under tho most 
favourable conditions, an carly re- 
habilitation of United States’ enter- 
prise in China cannot be expected. 
“The American Government there- 
fore finds it all the more diMcult to 
reconcile itself to a situation In 
which American natlonals must con- 
tend with the continucd interference 
of thelr rights at the hands of the 
Japanese authorities in. China ond 
with Japanese actions and policies 
which operate to deprive American 
trade enterprise of cquality and op- 
portunity In China.” 


Shipping Discrimination 


The Note said that most of the 
discriminations occurred through ¢x- 
change controls, but cited also the 
Japanese refusal to permit. Ameri- 
can shipping In the lower Yangtse, 
despite the presence of Japanese 
shipping there, and the failure of the 
Japanese authorities to restore Amc- 
rlean citizens’ properties In China, 

The Note ulso charged that Japan's 
revision of the North China tariff 
was “arbitrarily illegal,” and com- 
mented “Your Excellency cannot fall 


to recognise the existence off a 
grent and growing disparity between 
the {treatment accorded to American 
nationals and their trade enterprise 
by: the Japanese authorities in China 
and Japan and the treatment accord 
ed Japanese nationals and _ their 
trade enterprise by the Government 
of the Unlted States jn arcas within 
its jurisdiction." 


Threo Demands 


It asked "Japan to implement her 
assurances already given with re- 
gard to the maintenance of the ‘Open 
Door’ and non-interference with 
American = rights’ by undertaking 
prompt and effective measures to 
discontinue, firstly, unfair control 
and almilar mensures; secondly, any 
monopoly or preference which would 
deprive American nationals of the 
right of undertaking legitimate trade 
or industry in Chinn or purport to 
establish” general 
rights for Jnpanese; and thirdly 
Interference with United States pro- 
perty, Including the censorship of 
U. S. mails and telegrams and res~- 
trietions upon residence, travel and 
shipping.—-United Press.

Prince Eugene, of’ Savoy, 
To Wed Princess Lucia

The wedding of Prince Eugene, of 
Savoy, Duke of Ancano and Princess 
Lucla, of Bourbon-Siclly, third 
daughter of the Duke of Calabria, 
WHI take place in Munich on Octo- 
ber 29. Crown Prince Umberto, of 
Italy, will be a witness. 

The bride was born in 1608 In 
Munich, where the Duke of Calabria 
hos had his permanent residence 
since his marriage to Princess Marla, 
of Bavaria, daughter of Ludwig III.

Specially 
heavy casualties were inflicted on the 
refupees masscd ot Tsingyun, s.tuated 
on the west bank of the North River, 
‘and its surrounding villages during 
Japanese raids on Ocober 25 and 26, 
The town js devoid of military 
nignificance und during the time of 
bombing there were no Chinese 
troops at all. . 

A “Central News" 
touring the West River reports that 
Japanese plunes have also . made 
frequent reconnaissance ond raids 
over various places nlong the river, 
On many oceasfons refugee boats 
were machine-gunned and bombed. 

The ss. Shun Heng, which the 
correspondent took on Oct. 24, was 
bombed by three Japanese machines. 
Three bombs dropped by the ralder 
narrowly missed the boat. Many 
refugees who Jumped overboard to 
escape were almost drowned in the 
swift currents. 

The ss. Pang Lee on its way to 
Wuchow on Oct. 23 was also bombed.

CHINA’S WOUNDED | 
-Victory Depends On 
Solution 


The following article, on China's urgent need for voluntcers to 
do Red Cross work, has been reccived from Dr. Robert Lim, the 
Director of tho Red Cross Medical Relief Commission in Changsha: 


The adequate and eMeclent care of 
the wounded of China's nrmiea of 
national Wberation constantly looms 
as one of the major problems of the 
nation, second only to its armed re- 
sistance to the invading armies. 
Upon the solutlon . of: this gigantic 
problem depends ulfimate victory or 
defeat, Not only has China more 
{han half a million wounded men at 
the present time, but, as these Ines 
nre written news has renched us of 
n Chinese victory on the south bane 
of the Yangtse, around Yangsln, 
which resulted In around 20,000 
Japonese casualties, In thls one 
pattle Chinese Iouses were also very 
heavy, It 1s thought that there are 
nt Jenst 8,000 lightly wounded Chin- 
ese pouring down the ronds to the 
rear. ‘A. total of 4,000 severely 
wounged are lying in) and around 
recelving statlons and hospitals near 
the front and nelther the Army Ser- 
vice Medien) Corps nor the Chinese 
Red Cross Medical Relief Commis- 
sion has the trucks, ambulances or 
medical workers to cope swiftly and 
ndequatcly with the gigantic pro- 
blem. 


{The Chinese Red Cross Medical 
Rellef Commisilon therefore uppeals 
to the doctors, nurses «und to the 
youth of Canton, Shonghal = and 
Hongkong to respond immediately 
and generously to the call of their 
country to ald the wounded by offer- 
ing their services to the Red Cross. 
The Chinese Red Cross Medical Re- 
Hef Commission has established a 
war-time emergency medical troin- 
ing school in Changsha for the mass 
training of medicul workers’ to ald 
the wounded, This Institution is run 
in co-operation with the Welsheng- 
shu of the Central Government. 
Here modern trained surgeons, doc- 
tors and nurses who join the Red 
Cross are put through a short-time 
war cmergency medical course, 
using the base hospitals in Changsha 
for the severely wounded as n sur- 
nical tralning centre. Following 
their training these medical workers 
are organised into mobile medical 


units for receiving statlons, ficld 
hospitals or for base hoespltals in the 
rear, Nurses are paid $20 to $40 a 
month, doctors $60 to $200 o mont! 
necording to qualifications, 


Training of Students 


‘The Training School undertakes 
the training of middle school. stu- 
dents who have had no medical 
tralning, to be traincd ns nmbulance 
units for Arst ald and sanitary work 
at the front. These first ald units 
work in co-operatlon with stretcher- 
bearer units or serve as stretcher- 
benrer unlts themselves where neces= 
tary, The school has room-for 150 
middle school students per month 
from Seuth China. 


The Red Cross Medical Rellet 
Commission {fs now appealing to 
middle school students of Canton, 
Shanghal and Hongkong to respond 
immediately to their country’s need 
by volunteering for tralning as first 
uid medical units at the Front. A 
Central Recruiting OMmce — has been 
established at Chinese Red Cross 
Hongkong OMce, which is In Banke 
of Canton Building, where volunteers 
will be enrolled, examined free, and 
asked to sign the Red Cross pledge 
prepuratory to thelr transport to 
Changsha. Young people able lo pay 
thelr own fare and provide their 
awn foad should do so. Where this 
Is not possible patriotle people and! 
organisations are’ asked to ald the 
Red Cross by paying the fares of 
poor students or urranging for ree 
duced fares where they travel In 
parties, New classes start In Chang- 
sha on the first and third Monday 
of every month. The courscs of 
middle school students Inst for six 
weeks and students receive thelr 
fuod and room, two. dollars pocket 
money, thelr unlform, shoea nnd bed- 
ding if they have none during the 
period of tralning. 


Qualifications Needed 


The following are the qualifica- 
{ions demanded by the Red Cross 
of each volunteer: 


1, Slgn the Red Cross picdee to 
rerve the wounded during the: perlod 
of the war, td Ko to any front where 
needed, and to obey orders, ‘the ‘Red 
Cross principle being that where 
Chinese men fight for their country's 
Nberation, thelr medical men and 
women must serve them when sick 
ond wounded, : 


2. Volunteers should be at least 
of the junfor middle school or equi: 
valent education, these standards be- 
ing required that students may learn 
the clements of medical work quick- 
ly. The training: includes first aid 
work, elementary nursing, and pre- 
venting and sanitary practice at the 
ront, 


3, Volunteers shall be from 18-30 
yearn of age, strong and of sound 
health und shall pass a physical cx- 
amination that they mny be cnpable 
of senduring the hardships of war 
medical work in the field. 


4, The proportion of women to 
men volunteers for the present 1s 
one woman to every five men. 


Men from the Army Medlcal Ser- 
vice or from the Army itselS will 
not be accepted os the Red Cross 
cannot undermine or compete with 
these branches of national service. 

Following their six weeks course 
of training, the ambulance units 
(middle-school students) are organts- 
od into units, with a doctor In charge 
tnd are transported with medical 
supplies. They are kept supplied 
with medicine and money by the 
Hed Cross and their transport and 
transfers ure arranged according to 
need, Thelr monthly pay is $16 plus 
$4 for food. Whilst all efforts arc 
made to protect them, the first prin- 
ciple guiding all medical workers ts 
service to the wounded. 


The Red Cross Medical Retief 
Commission is convinced that the 
youth of the country !s willlng to 
stand side by side with the men 
who are fighting thelr country's 
battle of national salvation, and will 
go with them until China is free of 
the Invader, -

_ Educational Films 


In the middle of November the 
Filmo Depot gave a demonstration 
of Educational Films for the Assocla~ 
tlon in their ‘offices. The Council 
have since had under consideration 
various schemes for showing such 
films in local schools, and have 
finally decided in favour of n scheme 
whereby the Assoclation buys its 
own films and hires 1 projector from 
the Filmo Depot. The number of 
fims available at the start will be 
somewhat limited, but it is hoped 
that in time, and with more schools 
entering the scheme, it will be 
possible to extend the number. 


During the year the number of 
pald up ordinary members increased 
from 160 to 174 and there was also 
one new life member. The Council 
wishes to stress, however, that the 
value of the Association and the 
worl which it can undertake depend 
very largely on the number of mem- 
bers and the support which they 
give. It Is suggested that all present 
members should’ do their best to 
introduce new members and to make 
sure that entrants to the profession 
fro made aware of the — facilitles 
which the Association offers. The 
Association, among other alms, en- 
deavours to maintain and further the 
interests of the teaching profession: 
ull teachers should give {t thelr 
support. 


The thanks of the Association are 
duc to Mr. C. G, Sollis, Acting 
Director of Education, for having so 
gencrously presented’ to the library 
a very fine and_up to date collection 
of books on English and Modern 
Language teaching.

The validity of a Chinese marriage 


certificate was queationed by Mr. 


H, R. Butters at the ‘Central Magis- 
tracy yesterday, when the Nearing of 
a summons agalnst Yeung Shiu-yick, 
charged with persistent crucity to 
his wife, Leung Sau-yin, was heard. , 
Mr. Alfred S. K. Lau was present 
for the complainant, and sald that 
Mr. Peter Sin would not be appearing 
for the defendant os no further 
Instructions had been received. 


The ,partics were moarricd on 
December 20, 1934, according to 
Chinese custom, at the South China 
Athictic Associntion, snld Mr, Lau. 
They lived together happily until 
about a year ago, when It Is stated 
the defendant, who $s a well-known 
football player, became attracted by 
n number of girls. This was resent- 
ed by the wife, and from then on, 
relations became rather strained. 

On November 11 complainant 
moved to Warren Strect, and stayed 
with defendant’s family until June 
16, An argument in the house on 
June 14. resulted in complainant 
being struck and driven from the 
house, causing injuries to her hand 
and body. The next morning, com- 
plainant went to see a doctor, and 
Jater reported the matter to” the 
Secretarint for Chinese Affairs. 


Continuing, Mr. Lau said the com- 
plainant had always been prepared 
to agree to an amicable scttlemen 
and on Wednesday afternoon ha 
attended a meeting where certain 
terms for a settlement had been 
made by defendant's solicitor. These 
terms were later denied by defen- 


dant. 
_ After complainant's _ sister had 
given evidence, the validity of the 
marriage certificate was .questioned 
by the Magistrate, who said it was 
an Important point in the case, and 
it would be necessary for {t to be 
proved by an expert on Chinese law 
and customs. 

Hearing was then adjourned. until 
November 3, ot 10 a.m.

THE WAR DEBTS 


Concurrently with the revival 
of rumours of a war debt settle- 
ment comes a_ report . from 
American that Britain has again 
informed the United States that 
interest will not be met at 
December 31. 


No interest on the war debts 
has been paid since 1934. . It is 
n great pity that Britain ever 
interrupted the “token” pay- 
ments, for at least such nominal 
remittances recognised the 
obligation. The reason that 
payments ceased at all was the 
Johnson Act of 19384. This re- 
vealed American contempt of 
tokens; for under the Johnson 
Act they did not prevent the 
British Government from being 
branded as a defaulter. The 
sense of injury which is felt in 
Britain over the Johnson Act is 
very real. And yet the pique 
which resulted in the stoppage 
of the token payments wag as 
ill-advised as the Johnson Act 
itself. 


How to overcome the im- 
passe? It is a ticklish problem, 
for in few other subjects 
is prejudice more ‘entangled. 
Partly, however, the prejudice 
comes from a lack of willingness 
on both sides to see the point 
of view of the other. 

Two rights are in conflict over 
the war debts. A debt is owed 
to the United States, and no 
casuistry can make it appear in 


any other guise; for there is the 
‘signed and sealed Baldwin Sct- 
tlement of 1923 to endorse it. 
Yet it is a debt sui generis. For 
it was incurred in « common 
cause, and such contracts are 
not usually drawn up in a count- 


ing house.

Similarly, when defections In the 
Bins Bay aren sealed the fate of 
Canton ond opened the pathway 
to a Japanese advance with 
mechanised forces across Ant terrain, 
China'has withdrawn all her troops 
intact to a quasi-Maginot Line pro- 
vided by long chains of mountains. 


DISASTER TO JAPAN 


Observers now believe that the 
effect of Jnpan’s capture of Canton 
and Hankow may, within a few 
weeks, be more disastrous to Japan 
than to China, . 
For months Japanese propngan- 
dists at home have buoyed up the 
hopes af the Japanese people that 
peace would come Jn Chinn with the 
fall of Hankow. 

Not only Hankow but Canton also 
has fallene 

Far from China being willing to 
discuss peace, the offers of Third 

Power mediation have been spurn- 

ed so emphatically as to leave no 

doubt that China has as much fight 
teft in her as she had twelve 
months ago. Murmurings, carec- 
fully suppressed by rigid Japanese 
censorship, have become more an 
more insistent in Japan In the past 
three months. There have dcen 
food and industrial riots about 
which the world has heard Mitic; 
strikes In factorics where workers 
have been repinced by conscripts. 

Japan's financial chiefs have warn- 
ed the Government that the county 
cannot bear the strain much longer. 

All this ts known to China’s leaders. 

The failure of the Chinese to accept 
“defeat” after the fall of Hankow 
will, It 1s believed, have a startling 
effcet on the Japanese people. 


FIGHT UNTIL 1941 


Since it now apparent that 
Chiang Kai-shek and the Chinese 
people will Aight the Japanese armics 
right baek to Szechuen and Yunnan, 
Japan cannot expect to end the war 
before 1941, 

There is ample proof that her 
financial and economlo condition

Chiong Kai-shek decided to remove 
the whole military strength of China 
towards the south-western provinces, 
where the Chinese Government can 
obtain arms and munitlons from 
three sources, firstly from Britain 
ond Europe via Burma, secondly 
from France via Indo-China and 
thirdly from Russla vin Sinklang.
